East Texas Chamber of Commerce 
Dedicate New Home With Ceremony

HARLAN, Ky., May 23.— Fif­ 
teen men were unaccounted for 
tonight after an explosion in mine 
No. 30, of the Black Mountain Coal 
Corporation at Kenvir, Ky., near 
here. 
The blast occurred as the 
shifts were being changed at 8:45 
o’clock. 
According to the information re­ 
layed here from the mine, about 
seventy-five miners were caught by 
the blast, but all except fifteen es­ 
caped. None of the men who had 
come from the mine were injured 
the report 
said and It was 
be­ 
lieved the entombed men would 
be reached sometime during the 
night. 
The cause of the explos­ 
ion was not determined. 
The mine operated by the Black 
Mountain Coal Corporation, a sub­ 
sidiary of the Peabody interests of 
Chicago, employed 
approximately 
700 men, more than 
600 of them 
underground.

— Nineteen birds turned in records 
of 30 eggs each for April, the sixth 
month of the eleventh Texas Na­ 
tional Egg-Laying Contest, being 
held at the A. and M. College of 
Texas, report for the month just 
issued shows. 
This represents the 
greatest crop of perfect scores this 
contest has ever known, according 
to the report. 
In addition to these 
nineteen birds, 26 birds laid 29 
eggs each, or only one egg less than 
the 30 days in the month. 
IMghest 
contest pens 
for the 
month were those of S. C. White 
leghorns entered by W. S. Bel­ 
ton, Falfurrias, Texas, and I.. C. 
Beall, Vashon, Wash., these pens 
tying with 
records of 
268 eggs 
each. 
Highest contest pen to date 
is that of S. C. White Leghorns of 
George C. 
England, 
Inglewood 
Calif., with a total of 1383 eggs. 
Total egg production for April 
was 21,168 as compared with 22, 
692 for March. 
Total production 
to date is 72,824 eggs. Twenty-one 
birds have records of I Sd or more 
eggs as cpmpared with only 13
